THE OTHER SENATORS 
As the presidential 
nominating 
cam paigns heat up, the country is 
hearing more and more about Sen­ 
ators E stes Kefauver of Tennessee 
and Stuart Symington of Missouri. 
The latter has just been given un­ 
animous backing of the Democratic 
State Committee as the Missouri 
party organization's choice for the 
D em ocratic 
presidential 
nomina­ 
tion. Senator Kefauver is not ex­ 
actly a favorite son. but he has put 
his stam p on the 
campaign by 
vigorously pursuing the nomination 
and winning a substantial victory 
tn the Minnesota primary. 
It is not detracting from the lus­ 
tre of these eminent Senators in 
any way to remind ourselves that 
in addition to them , Missouri and 
T ennessee have two other excep­ 
tional United States Senators, who 
do not alw ays get quite so much 
attention. 
The other Senator from Tennes­ 
see is Albert Gore. The other Sen­ 
ator from Missouri is Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. Both have outstand­ 
ing records as able and diligent 
legislators who leave their marks 
in com m ittee and in conference 
ather than in headlines. They be­ 
long in the all-too-small category 
of “ Working Senators” — a cate­ 
gory which includes such men as 
Aiken of Vermont and Case of New 
Jersey on the Republican 
side. 


Douglas of Illinois and Ellender of 
Louisiana on the D em ocratic side. 
Senator Gore served seven term s 
in the House before he beat the 
Crump m achine and the late veter­ 
an Senator Kenneth M cKellar in 
1952 to begin his present Senate 
term. As a Congressman, he earn­ 
ed a reputation as a thoughtful 
craftsman of econom ic legislation, 
particularly in the fields of w ar­ 
time inflation control and anti-trust 
law enforcem ent. 
Since going to the Senate, Albert 
Gore has given further evidence of 
his quality. He was a leader in the 
fight for extension of the Recipro­ 
cal Trade A greem ents Act. He w as 
one of the very first and most ef­ 
fective opponents 
of the 
Dixon- 
Yates contract and all that this im ­ 
plied for the future of TV A. He 
fought hard and effectively to write 
adequate safeguards of the public 
interest into 
the bill permitting 
private developm ent of atom ic en­ 
ergy. He has been a leading archi­ 
tect of highway construction legis­ 
lation. 


Nothing, however, becom es Sen­ 
ator Gore m ore than the fact that 
the D em ocratic and 
Republican 
sachem s 
in 
the 
Senate 
not 
let 
him, just 
as they dared not let 
Senator Hennings, conduct a free 
and unfettered investigation into 
cam paign contributions and lobby­ 
ing. As Senator Henning’s succes­ 
sor in the chairm anship of the elec­ 
tion subcom m ittee, he was the log­ 
ical man to head the inquiry. But 
when given the choice of conduct­ 
ing it freely or unded the restric­ 
tions laid dow n by Senator Bridges, 
he characteristically stepped but. 
As to the senior Senator from 
Missouri, now in the sixth year of 
his 
first 
term , 
his 
constituency 
knows well the measure of his ser­ 
vice. He was one of the first to 
challenge the fakery and fust:an 
of Senator McCarthy of W isconsin 
and took a lot of abuse from this 
at a time when others were keep­ 
ing prudently quiet on that suu- 
jeet. 
He was a leader in the fight a- 
gainst the Bricker amendm ent and 
east a key vote against the schem e 
to shackle the President in his con­ 
duct of foreign affairs, lie played 
a major role in demolishing Sen­ 
ator Butler’s proposed am endm ent 
to hobble the Supreme Court. LonR 
before the oil lobby's $2500 gifts to 
senatorial cam paign funds becam e 
an issue, he had worked out and 
leported to the Senate his own 
com prehensive bill to control cam ­ 
paign contributions, 
and 
is 
still 


supporting this bill instead of the 
watered-down substitute which Sen­ 
ators Johnson and Knowland have 
offered. 


Senator Hennings conducted the 
notable sub-committee inquiry in­ 
to constitutional 
rights last fall. 
He won his fight to ban one-man 
investigations of the 
McCarthy 
type. He helped rescue President 
Eisenhow er’s nomination of Justice 
Harlan to the Supreme Court. All 
in all, it is not too much to say 
that 
today 
Senator Hennings 
is 
the stand-out member of the Sen­ 
ate Judiciary com m ittee, 
which 
handles more than half the bills 
that reach the floor and some of 
the most vital issues to arise in 
national life. 
So that is what the other Sena­ 
tors from T ennessee and Missouri 
are 
like. We are not suggesting 
that either of them be regarded 
as a presidential candidate, overt, 
dark-horse, reluctant - dragon, or 
otherwise. They are doing extrem e­ 
ly valuable work right where they 
are—the kind ow w’ork that deser- 


V ice-President Nixon and Sen­ 
ator Kefauver are favored by New 
Hampshire Republicans and Dem o­ 
crats, respectively. This is just an­ 
other illustration of everybody not 
agreeing with the D em ocrat edi­ 
tor. We can understand why folks 
like Ike, but we fail to see why the 
Republicans are so strong for Nix­ 
on, unless it is because President 
Eisenhower likes him.

What Other Papers Say 
THE OTHER SENATORS 
As the presidential 
nominating 
cam paigns heat up, the country is 
hearing m ore and more about Sen­ 
ators E stes K efauver of Tennessee 
and S tuart Symington of Missouri. 
The latter has just been given un­ 
animous backing of the Democratic 
State Com m ittee as the Missouri 
party organization's choice for the 
D em ocratic 
presidential 
nom ina­ 
tion. Senator Kefauver is not ex­ 
actly a favorite son. but he has put 
his stam p on the 
cam paign by 
v igorously pursuing the nomination 
and winning a substantial victory 
n the M innesota prim ary. 
It is not detracting from the lus­ 
tre of these em inent Senators in 
any way to rem ind ourselves that 
in addition to them , Missouri and 
Tennessee have two other excep­ 
tional United States Senators, who 
do not alw ays get quite so much 
attention. 
The other Senator from Tennes­ 
see is A lbert Gore, The other Sen­ 
ator from Missouri is Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. Both have outstand­ 
ing records as able and diligent 
legislators who leave their m arks 
in com m ittee and in conference 
rather than in headlines. They be­ 
long in the all-too-small category 
of "W orking Senators" — a cate­ 
gory which includes such mon as 
Aiken of Vermont and Case of New 
Jersey on the Republican 
side. 


Douglas of Illinois and Ellender of 
Louisiana on the D em ocratic side. 
Senator Gore served seven term s 
in the House before he beat the 
Crump m achine and the late veter­ 
an Senator K enneth McKellar in 
1952 to begin his present Senate 
term . As a Congressm an, he earn­ 
ed a reputation as a thoughtful 
craftsm an of economic legislation, 
particularly in the fields of w ar­ 
time inflation control and anti-trust 
law enforcement. 
Since going to the Senate, Albert 
Gore has given further evidence of 
his quality. He was a leader in the 
fight for extension of the Recipro­ 
cal Trade A greem ents Act. He was 
one of the very first and most ef­ 
fective opponents of the Dixon- 
Yates contract and all that this im ­ 
plied for the future of TVA. He 
fought hard and effectively to write 
adequate safeguards of the public 
interest into 
the bill perm itting 
private developm ent of atomic en­ 
ergy. He has been a leading archi­ 
tect of highway construction legis­ 
lation. 


Nothfhg, however, becomes Sen­ 
ator Gore m ore than the fact that 
the Dem ocratic and 
Republican 
sachems 
in the Senate not let 
him, just as they dared not let 
Senator Henning*, conduct a free 
and unfettered investigation into 
cam paign contributions and lobby­ 
ing. As Senator Henning's succes­ 
sor in the chairm anship of tile elec­ 
tion subcom m ittee, he was the log­ 
ical man to head the inquiry. But 
when given the choice of conduct­ 
ing it freely or unded the restric­ 
tions laid down by Senator B ridger 
he characteristically stepped but. 
As to the senior Senator from 
Missouri, now in the sixth year of 
his first term , 
his constituency 
knows well the m easure of his ser­ 
vice. He was one of the first to 
challenge the fakery and fustian 
of Senator M cCarthy of Wisconsin 
and took a lot of abuse from this 
at a time when others were keep­ 
ing prudently quiet on that suo- 
ject. 
He was a leader in the fight *- 
gainst the Bricker am endm ent and 
east a key vote against the scheme 
to shackle the President in his con­ 
duct of foreign affairs. He played 
a m ajor role in demolishing Sen­ 
ator B utler's proposed am endm ent 
to hobble tile Supreme Court. Long 
before the oil lobby's $2500 gifts to 
senatorial cam paign funds becam e 
an issue, he had worked out and 
reported to the Senate his own 
com prehensive bill to control cam ­ 
paign contributions, and is still 


supporting this bill instead of the 
watered-dow n substitute which Sen­ 
ators Johnson and Knowland have 
offered. 
Senator Hennings conducted the 
notable sub-eommittee inquiry in­ 
to constitutional lights last fall. 
He won his fight to ban one-man 
investigations of the 
M cCarthy 
type. He helped rescue President 
Eisenhower’s nomination of Justice 
Harlan to the Supreme Court. All 
in all, it is not too much to say 
that 
today Senator Hennings is 
the stand-out m em ber of the Sen­ 
ate Judiciary com m ittee. 
which 
handles m ore than half the bills 
that reach the floor and some of 
the m ost vital issues to arise in 
national life. 
So that is what the other Sena­ 
tors from Tennessee and Missouri 
are like. We are not suggesting 
that either of them be regarded 
as a presidential candidate, overt, 
dark-hor.se, reluctant - dragon, or 
otherwise. They are doing extrem e­ 
ly valuable work right where they 
are—the kind ow work that deser­ 
ves recognition by the people and 
respect by their fellow Senators.—

He goes t o 
pieces when asked to discipline her 
self. Both Danny and his parents 
need help because classroom m e­ 
thods run counter to those Danny 
was experienced at home. 
Earl is the child who does n o t 
learn to read because he is too de­ 
pendent. usually on his mother. 
His father is really the one w h o 
should m anage him. Unfortunately 
for Earl, reading required an in­ 


dependence. The problem is severe 
in the early stages of learning t o 
read but for a tim e E arl and boys 
like him m ay learn enough to get 
by until they have to do a great 
deal of independent, critical read­ 
ing. Then they have trouble. Such 
poor readers m ay show their de­ 
pendence in their compositions, tor 
all their ideas come from others, 
and they m ay even drop into pla­ 
giarism . 
The Meaning of 
Personality Difficulties 
All these children have reacted 
in the wrong way to parental pres 
sure, yet the parents cannot be 


blam ed for they have not set out 
to ruin their children.

Avoidance of Personality 
Prob­ 
lems Leading to Poor Reading 
There is no use in blam ing any­ 
one for reading difficulties; there 
is m uch use in doing what is possi 
j ble to prevent them and cure them . 
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Children should

meet their own sm all obligations. 
Parents should ordinarily not help 
children with 
homework 
unless 
they really need it. 
They should

Hog Killing Time on the Farm 
Augments Supply of Winter Meat 


Memories of Another Era Are Stirred by the More Limited Home Butchering 
Today— W h ile Men Prepared the M eat, W om en Rendered the Fat and Lard 
and Children Carried W ood to Keep the Fire Burning Under the Kettle. 


in the Kansas

City Times. 
It is “ hog killing time” down in 
the Southwest Missouri hills now, 
as folks are in the habit of saying 
when a 
cold 
snap comes after 
Christmas and farmers start but­ 
chering for the extra supply o f 
winter’s meat. 
.The job is done somewhat differ 
ently now from the way we knew 
on the farm in the earlier part of 
the century, but the work is remin­ 
iscent of the methods used th e n . 
Now' a butcher does the job at the 
farm, cuts the meat and places it 
to cool in the cooling room of the 
nearest locker plant, or else hangs 
the pieces up at the farm before 
putting the meat in the home fre­ 
ezer. 
We children watched in fascina­ 
tion as mother got out the big but­ 
cher knives and started sharpen­ 
ing them. 
There was one time­ 
worn stone crock which had ser­ 
ved the purpose for many years 
and she set this crock on the ta­ 
ble and swept the blade of a knife 
across the worn places back and 
forth turning the blade’s sides each 
time she gave it a swing. T h r e e 


of hot grease permeated the air 
about the place, and we always 
made for the cellar to get apples 
from the bin to counteract the ef­ 
fect of the grease odor. 


As the pieces of fat yielded their 
essence and the kettle came t o 
hold just a quantity of brownish 
bubbling liquid—the fire was allowr- 
£d to. burn lower and lower, and at 
last w'hen a bit of cooking soda was 
added for whitening the batch, the 
grease was drawn off into laid 
stands where it cooled to snowy 
whiteness. 
But the chitlings a n d 
cracklings left in the kettle were 
not thrown away, no indeed. Were 
they not fine for making crackling 


ter. 
For supper that evening w’e would 
have ribs baked in the oven a n d 
the next day would see back bon­ 
es boiled in the iron dinner pot for 
our meals. 
Invariably, too. with 
the backbones Mother would ser­ 
ve Petcrfoot pics—fried dried pea­ 
ch halfmoon pies. 


The hams, shoulders, sides o f 
bacon and sometimes sausage en­ 
cased in slender muslin b a g s 
were hung from the joists of the 
smokehouse and a fire of green 
hickory chips was started below it 
iii an old open-top stove. 
S o m e 
families in the neighborhood held 
to the theory that apple wood made 


ty of fresh 
meat at butchering 
vime, but, in my father s case, at 
.east, ham was what he prized. 


The men who worked for rn y fa­ 
ther were given whatever amount 
of meat they needed, but not hams 
The meat was cut up as quickly as 
a housewife would cut up a chic­ 
ken. 
“ The bones’’ (spareribs and 
back bones*, 
hearts, 
livers and 
brains were distributed and the 
other meat put into the smoke­ 
house to cool. 


My most poigant memory of hog 
killing time is associated w i t h 
sausage making. 
Mother did not 
have too much to do with the hog 
killing, but w'hen the sausage was 
ground, she tested the seasoning. 
Small pieces were fried in a skill­ 
et and each of we children allow­ 
ed to help “ test the taste.”

I remember how’ they tasted. 


I think I must have been about 
or 5 when at one time I decided 


if seasoned sausage was that good 
fried, it would be pretty good raw. 
I was just finishing a goodly a- 
She called my father and they de­ 
cided an emetic was tile thing. Af- 
siount when my mother came in. 
ter the emetics had done their work 
I was allowed to lie down. 
That was life’s darkest moment. 
was missing all the fun outdoors 
and did not even care. 
I had ne­ 
ver been that sick before. Just at 
tide’s lowest ebb our hired girl, 
who adored us and expressed that 
adoration by teasing us, passed by 
and said: 
“ You better pray hard. 
You’re 
going to die.” 


.._ Motherly Reassurance 
___ 


Mother came in shortly and dri­ 
ed my tears and assured me that 
I would live. I think she never look 
cd more beautiful to mr, or nev­ 
er said anything which comforted 
me so quickly. 
Mother made long sacks about 
nine inches 
in circumference 
in 
which some of the sausage w a s 
stuffed. 
These were hung in t h e 
smokehouse and that sausage was 
good through the cool weather. Ot­ 
her sausage was fried, packed in 
stone jars and hot lard poured ov­ 
er it. 
A white cloth was tied over 
the jar and a brown paper tied ov­ 
er that. 
I got this recipe from a book: 
“ How 
to 
Make 
Farm 
Pa y” , 
published in 1868 and one to which 
my father often referred: 
“ To make sausage: Thirty pou­ 
nds of chooped meat; salt. 8 oun­ 
ces; pepper, 2*2 ounces: 2 teacups 
of sage and 134 cups sweet m arj­ 
oram. 
Pass tho two last through 
a fine sieve. 
Thyme and summer 
savory may be substituted for the 
tatter.” 
This w’as not the recipe mother 
used, for she said sage made tho 
meat- taste old. 
Our sausage Was 
ground in a mill and seasoned with 
only salt and pepper. 
Five round­ 
ing tablespoons salt and 2 of red 
pepper to every 20 pounds of meat 
a recipe I found in another o I d 
book, sounds more like mother’s. 
The pigs’ feet and heads were 
cleaned and cooked, boned and tho 
meat pressed into a crock. 
This 
“ souse” was later rolled in batter 
and fried. 
Often the 
pigs’ 
feet 
were cooked, the liquor off of them 
strained and allowed to cool, the 
grease skimmed off. lemon a n d 


corn bread, and for making i n t o 
sm°ke for this purpose, 
fish bait? 


Tile old sausage grinder n o w 
was dragged from the smoke house 
and set up on its board. While one 
man turned the handle others fed 
into the grinder the scraps of ten­ 
derloin, pieces of shoulder and ot­ 
her excellent morsels of 
scrap 
meat to be ground into sausage. 
Our lunch pail for school the next 
day would contain delicious brown­ 
ed patties of this sausage to go with 
hollowed-out arcs in the edge of o"r buttered biscuits and apple but- 
the crock showed where hundreds 
of knives had been given an elge 
in years past. 
When the water in the scalding 
trough was rolling, two of the men 
grasped a squealing hog, quicklv- 
made the execution, and in a mat­ 
ter of seconds they had the animals 
carcass in the trough, holding it 
by its hind feet and rolling it deft­ 
ly until the proper time to give the 
body a fling and land it on t h e 
scraping boards, where they went 
to work with the knives Mother 
had brought. 
Within a few mom­ 
ents the carcass lay pink-white and 
clean, and the men were thrust­ 
ing a sharpened stick under 
the 
tendons back of the hog’s hind feet. 
This stout 
stick 
supported t h e 
weight of the hog as it hung from 
an overhead pole stretching from 
tree to tree near by, and there the 
men could dress the body 
and 
leave it to cool. 
- 
Rendering the Fat ___ 
When the dressed animal w a s 
ready the men went back for the 
next butchering while Mother and 
some women who had arrived cut 
away the “ leaf’’ and other pieces 
of fat to render for lard. When all 
the pieces of fat were ready, they 
were dumped into the big iron all 
purpose kettle which was a part 
of every home in the valley. It ’s 
uses were legion—for soapmaking 
in springtime, for 
laundry, 
f o r 
cooking apple butter and for rend­ 
ering lard each winter. 
The fat 
had to be stirred often and the fire 
kept on an even keel, as Grand­ 
ma used to say. For that purpose 
we children had been kept home 
from school, as was the custom in 
all families when butchering time 
came, and we carried dead branc­ 
hes from the near-by woods to th­ 
rust under the kettle. 
The smell 


b it our father sent us to the woods 
for chips of hickory which he had 
left there and this wood was kept 
smouldering so that a thick, pun­ 
gent smoke rolled sluggishly from 
the old stove and surrounded the 
hanging meat. 


In these days when one ham is 
a substantial purchase, it is in f ­ 
esting to recall the day when a s 
many as fifteen hogs were killed 
by a farmer for his winter’s meat. 
Of course there was always plen-

1. The states having the most 
poorly educated seniors are those 
which spend the least on their pub­ 
lic schools. 
2. States with the best educated 
youngsters are those having the 
highest percentage of voters. 
3. There is a direct relationship 
between the quality of education 
and the rate of draft rejections 
in each state. 


4. In general the states with the 
poorest educational 
records, as 
shown by the tests, are the states 
which are suffering the heaviest 
migration of people to other areas. 
Viewed in the light of these find­ 
ings, education becom es m ore than 
a m atter for local concern. It is re­ 
lated to political w ellbeing, nation­ 
al defense an dthe economic pros­ 
perity of the country as a whole.—

Prof. Benjamin S. Bloom of the 
University of Chicago is one of 
doctor, "just j those who complain that boys and 
girls of today are getting less solid 
education thant he youngsters of 
a few years ago. 


He has just completed a com par­ 
ison of how' much high school sen­ 
iors of 1955 and 1943 knew about 
five fundamental subjects—English 
mathematics, 
social studies, na­ 
tural science and literary m ater­ 
ial. 
This study, made 
for the de­ 
fense department, shows the ave­ 
rage high schooler in 1955 scored 
5 percentage points higher in com­ 
prehensive tests than did his pre­ 
decessor of 12 years ago. 
The greatest improvement was 
in mathematics, where the ave­ 
rage 1955 student bested the 1943 
student by 8 percentage 
points. 
The smallest gain was in social 
studies—only 2 percentage points. 
The 1943 tests were given to 35.- 
000 students scattered among all 
the states in the country. The 1955 
tests, given to a comparable num­ 
ber of students, also were nation­ 
wide. 
t 
As a byproduct of the tests. Pro­ 
fessor Bloom has come up with 
some startling revelations 
about 
differences between states in the 
educational 
attainments of their 
high school seniors. He found, for 
example, that in the state whose 
seniors scored the highest. 80 per 
cent of those examined made bet­ 
ter glades than the average stu­ 
dent in the state whose seniors had i 
the lowest marks. 
In the best state. 65 per cent of | 


the seniors were above the na­ 
tional average in English while 
in the worst state only 33 per cent 
W’efe above the national average. 
Professor Bloom reaches a num­ 
ber of important conclusions: 
1. The states having the most 
poorly educated seniors are those 
which spend the least on their pub­ 
lic schools. 
2. States with the best educated 
youngsters are those having the 
highest percentage of voters. 
3. There is a direct relationship 
between the quality of education 
and the rate of draft rejections 
in each state. 
4. In general the states with the 
poorest educational 
records, as 
shown by the tests, are the states 
which are suffering the heaviest 
migration of people to other areas. 
Viewed in the light of these find­ 
ings, education becomes more than 
a matter for local concern. It is re­ 
lated to political wellbeing, nation­ 
al defense an dthe economic pros­ 
perity of the country as a whole.— 
Denver Post.

Austins, Father end Son, Made 
History in Missouri and Texas 
Moses Arriycd in the Southeast Part o? the State Ahead of the American Flag, 
and Later Promoted Settlement in Texas W hile Mexico Held It— Stephen 
Carried Prefect to Success, to Become a Texas Hero 
By H erbert F. Pice,in the Kan­ 
sas City Times. 
A Connecticut Yankee, 
Moses 
Austin, was the first industrialist 
in what is now Missouri, original­ 
ly the Upper Louisiana Territory, 
and the ‘‘father of T exas.” 
His son, Stephen Fuller Austin, 
achieved no less distinction as a 
legislator in the territorial govern­ 
m ents of the West and in bringing 
into a reality his father’s plan t 
establish an Anglo-American col­ 
ony in New Spain, or what is now 
the state of Texas. 
Moses Austin was born in Dur­ 
ham. Conn.. about 1763 and grew 
up in a community which w a s a 
leaa-sm elting center during t h e 
Revolutionary war. Being of an en­ 
terprising nature, >*oung manhood 
found him established in the m er­ 
cantile business in Philadelphia. 
From there he went to Richmond, 
Va.. where he engaged extensively 
in the lead smelting and m anufac­ 
turing business, and in other ven­ 
tures. 
Off to the West. ................ 
Moses Austin very early evinc­ 
ed a great interest in the U p p e r 
Louisiana country, west of the Mis­ 
sissippi and then under Spanish 
rule. He envisaged great possibili­ 
ties in that country, and in 1783, he 
set out across the wilderness o n 
horseback with a pack mule and a 
servant. 
He encountered much 
hardship and had been all but re­ 
duced to the extrem ity of eating his 
horse and m ule when he reached 
the M ississippi late in 1796. 
H e 
crossed at St. Louis, then a m ere 
fur-trading 
ost. 
Wishing to enter the trading post 
with some ceremony Austin donned 
an elegant blue m antle, lined with 
scarlet and em broidered with lace, 
mounted his finest horse and p ar­ 
aded along the street w here lived 
the Spanish com m andant. 
Such a 
spectacle aroused the curoisity of 
the official gentlem an, who sent a 
servant to ascertain the identity 
of the stranger. 
Austin then was 
invited to take up residence in the 
com m andant's home. 
Rem aining there l°ng enough to 
get his bearings and form ulate fur­ 
ther plans. Austin proceeded even­ 
tually to St. Genevieve, 
farther 
down the river, and thence with an 
escort of Spanish soldiers, to other 
parts of Southeast M issouri, final­ 
ly established himself at Mine a 
Breton, a lead-mining commani- 
tv which had been established by 
the Indians and early French. 
The Spanish com m andant was 
so greatly im pressed by Austin’s 
apparent im portance that he re ­ 
quested a grant of twelve square 
leagues of land for the newcom­ 
er. 
Actually, Austin eventually- 
received a grant of one league, a- 
bout 4,400 acres, a part of which is 
now incorporated in the town o f 
Potosi, Washington County. 
T h e 
grant was contingent upon his in- 
in mining, and th at he m anufac­ 
ture some lead 
roducts for com­ 
m ercial use. 
Builds a Home. ___ 
Austin did quite well by himself 
in w hat is now W ashington Coun­ 
ty. Missouri. He established a sm ­ 
elter, a shot tower, a sheetlead 
plant, a sawmill a flouring mill and 
various enterprises. 
He imported 
expert m iners and their families to 
his new' com munitv and built a n 


elegant home. Durham Hall, for 
his family, which cam e on a few' 
years after he established his new 
base. 
In 1819 Austin and his son, Ste­ 
phen, form ulated an ambitious plan 
for the establishm ent of an A m eri­ 
can colony in New Spain, on the 
Brazos river. 
Stephen was a cre­ 
ditable son of a worthy sire. 
H e 
had been born in Wythe County, 
Virginia, in 1793, and his parents 
had brought him to Mine a Bre­ 
ton in 1799. 
He had been educat­ 
ed in Connect cut and at Transyl­ 
vania university, Lexington, Ky. 
lie had been a m em ber of th eTer* 
ritorial Legislature of Missouri in 
1818. 
In 1*319, Stephen set out for the 
Rio G rande country, by way of the 
A rkansas Territory. 
He opened a 
farm on 
Red River, 
located

ed circuit judge of Arkansas. 
Meanwhile, Moses Austin s e t 
out in 1829 on horseback from Mis­ 
souri on an 800-mile trip to S a n 
Antonio dc Bexar, in pursuit of 
his dream of colonization.

Antonio, he was ordered by t h e 
Spanish governor 
to leave t h e

Health For All 


Never Too Old 
You’re never too old to get tu­ 
berculosis. Almost half of the new 
cases reported in the United States 
are among people over 45. 
Wait a minute. You thought TB 
was a disease of young people? 
So did a lot of older people now in 
tuberculosis 
hospitals. 
Maybe 
that’s why they are sick. 
Maybe 
they thought they didn’t have to 
take precautions against TB be­ 
cause they were “too old for TB.” 
Tuberculosis used to be consid 
ered primarily a disease of the 
young, especially young women. 
Today, about 31 per cent of new 
cases of TB are among people be 
tween the ages of 45 and 64, and 
14 per cent are over 65. More than 
half of those who die from TB are 
over 55. Men with TB outnumber 
women two to one. 
We can’t say exactly why this is 
so. Of course, a man over 45 has 
had during his lifetime plenty of 
opportunities to become infected 
with TB germs', certainly 
more 
opportunities than 
the 
average 
teen-age girl, and probably more 
than his wife. 
But infection need 
not mean disease. 
Millions of A- 
mericans are infected with 
TB 
down with the disease itself. What 
is the matter with those who do 
break down? 
Tuberculosis is a 
preventable 
disease. 
And it is a curable dis­ 
ease, if found and treated early. 
Prevention of TB means keeping 
in the best of health. 
A new case 
of TB can usually be traced to a 
decline in general health. Resisst 
ance can be weakened by another 
illness, 
by poor 
nutrition, 
poor 
health habits, or by severe emo­ 


tional strain. 
The possibility of a 
successful cure may be weaken­ 
ed by late discovery of the dis­ 
ease. 
The man who puts off his 
regular physcial 
check-up, 
who 
can’t “spare the time” for a chest 
X-ray, who shrugs off symptoms 
of illness as unimportant, is cut­ 
ting down his chances for full re­ 
covery from TB. 
Tuberculosis doesn’t care how 
old we are. 
We’re never too old 
to take care of our health, and to 
cooperate with efforts in our com 
munity to protect us from tuber­ 
culosis.

Health For All 


Never Too Old 
You’re never too old to get tu­ 
berculosis. Almost half of the new 
cases reported in the United States 
are among people over 45. 
Wait a minute. You thought TB 
was a disease of young people? 
So did a lot of older people now in 
tuberculosis 
hospitals. 
Maybe 
that’s why they are sick. 
Maybe 
they thought they didn’t have to 
take precautions against TB be­ 
cause they were “too old for TB.” 
Tuberculosis used to be consid 
ered primarily a disease of the 
young, especially young women. 
Today, about 31 per cent of new 
cases of TB are among people be 
tween the ages of 45 and 64, and 
14 per cent are over 65. More than 
half of those who die from TB are 
over 55. Men with TB outnumber 
women two to one. 
We can’t say exactly why this is 
so. Of course, a man over 45 has 
had during his lifetime plenty of 
opportunities to become infected 
with TB germs’, certainly 
more 
opportunities than 
the 
average 
teen-age girl, and probably more 
than his wife. 
But infection need 
not mean disease. 
Millions of A- 
mericans are infected with 
TB 
down with the disease itself. What 
is the matter with those who do 
break down? 
Tuberculosis is a 
preventable 
disease. 
And it is a curable dis­ 
ease, if found and treated early. 
Prevention of TB means keeping 
in the best of health. A new case 
of TB can usually be traced to a 
decline in general health. Resisst 
ance can bo weakened by another 
illness, 
by poor nutrition, poor 
health habits, or by severe emo­ 


tional strain. The possibility of a 
successful cure may be weaken­ 
ed by late discovery of the dis­ 
ease. 
The man who puts off hi* 
regular physcial 
check-up, 
who 
can’t “spare the time” for a chest 
X-ray, who shrugs off symptoms 
of illness as unimportant, is cut­ 
ting down his chances for full re­ 
covery from TB. 
Tuberculosis doesn’t care how 
old we are. 
We’re never too old 
to take care of our health, and to 
cooperate with efforts in our com 
munity to protect us from tuber­ 
culosis.

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George Sexton's Stagecoach Line Across 
Missouri Helped to Carry Pioneers West 


Despite Bitter Winter of 1817, Which They Spent in Indian-Type Wickiups, 
the Former Virginian and His Relatives Remained to Found a Village Near 
Columbia, Bearing the Sexton Name, and to Haul Travelers From St. 
Charles to Westport Landing.

The town of Sexton, once situat 
ed nine miles northwest of Colum­ 
bia, Mo., (then called Smithton), 
is gone; but there rem ain stories, 
histories and 
traditions 
of 
the 
town and its founder, George Sex­ 
ton, a brother of my greatgrand­ 
father, Daniel Sexton. 
Many 
of 
the details and data for this story 
have 
been furnished by 
Charles 
Eli Sexton, 
a 
greatgrandson 
of 
George. 


George Sexton, in colonial days 
At Wythville, 
Va., 
accumulated 
money, slaves, cattle, wagons and 
other belongings. 
He m arried 
a 
daughter of Isham Burke, a sold­ 
ier of the Revolutionary war, and 
in 1780 was a riflem an at the de­ 
cisive victory of K ing’s Mountain 
in South Carolina. 


The 
Sextons 
and 
Burkes 
m i­ 
grated about 1790 with their sla- 
es, cattle and other belongings to 
a place on Stone river in Tennes­ 
see. south of Nashville. 
They, like 
other 
pioneers 
were a 
restless 
outfit and sought adventure in the 
F a r West. 
Isham Burke received 
a soldier’s grant of land for 
his 
military service 
in 
the 
Revolu­ 
tionary war. 
This land was situ­ 
ated at the present site of St. Jo- 
ieph, Mo. 
It lay in a wild, unde­ 
veloped Indian country, but was 
the excuse for 
the 
Sextons 
and 
Burkes to pull up stakes in Tenn­ 
essee and move to Missouri terri­ 
tory in 1817. 
Caught By Winter 
Their idea was to 
settle 
down 
and develop the soldier land grant. 
A cold winter caught them 
half­ 
way across the Missouri territory 
They could go no farther west un­ 
til spring; so, as a 
protection a- 
gainst the 
bitter 
weather, 
they 
built wuckiups (grass huts) in In­ 
dian fashion and settled down for 
the winter in what is now Boone 
County. 
They 
liked 
Missouri 
territory, 
Wild as it was then, undeveloped 
and populated mostly by Indians. 
George Sexton 
being a 
man 
of 
m eans, with ideas of dignity and 
aristocratic 
inclinations, 
continu­ 
ed to dress in knee breeches and 
a blue broadcloth coat with silver 
buttons. 
His was the only 
cloth 
coat within many miles. 
His man- 
y sons wore the usual buckskins. 
His wild brothers-in-law, the Burke 
boys, wore buckskin and as a chal 
lengc to the Indians to come and 
get them, shaved their 
heads a- 
long the sides leaving a comb 
in 
the middle. 
That was Osage 
In­ 
dian sytle; the hand sign for the 
challenge was a shaving 
motion 
glong the side of the head. 
George Sexton was not content 
to live a monotonous 
life 
in 
the 
backwoods country. 
Seeing pos­ 
sibilities in the new country of the 
West, he 
established 
himself 
in 
business with a stage line across 
Missouri. 
The stage line 
follow­ 
ed easy ridges and the prairies 
from St. Charles, northwest of St. 
Louis, to Westport Landing which 
was later to become K ansas City. 
The stage line ran from St. Char 
les, easily reached by boats 
ply­ 
ing the Mississippi river. 
Its route 
lay through widely scattered set­ 
tlem ents such as the then Mineo- 
la, Auxvasse, Hinton and Fayette. 
It ferried the Missouri river at the 
gite of today’s Glasgow and then 
went 
through 
M arshall, 
Lexing­ 
ton 
and 
Independence 
to 
West­ 
port Landing. 
Those were dangerous days and 
til stage drivers were habitually 
armed. 
They also carried an ex­ 
tra guard for protection 
against 
Osage Indians, then in bitter 
re­ 
treat before the whites. 
Besides 
danger from Indians, stage driv­ 
ers had to be arm ed against wyilc 
desperadoes and river pirates who 
operated on and near the Missouri 
river, robbing and killing 
im m i­ 
grants traveling by land or boat 
George Sexton had several nous 
whom he settled at interval along 
the stage line in charge of stage 
Sexton Town in 
Boone 
County. 
At Westport Landing. Milton S e x ­ 
ton was in charge. 
T here covered 
wagons were outfitted for pioneer 
travelers to the west. 
An inn was 
built; also a stable and shops that 
backed into the clay bank 
along 
the 
Missouri 
river. 
William 
Is­ 
ham Sexton, a nephew of George 
Sexton, used to tell how goats 
of 
the early settlers 
leaped 
across 
the gap between 
the 
clay 
bank 
and the stable wall onto the 
roof 
of the stable and shops: there 
to 
scam per around bask in the sun, 
and pensively survey the terrain 


below. 
On Commemorative Stamp 
The 
Sexton stable and coach 
station was shown in the Kansas 
City 
com memorative 
stamp 
is­ 
sued by 
the 
Postoffice 
depart 
m ent for the city's centemal cele­ 
bration in 1950. 
But the old 
sta­ 
tion was, in the 1850 scene, dwarf 
ed by later buildings and almost 
hidden by a newer, larger inn 
After establishing his stage line 
across 
Missouri, 
George 
Sexton 
went to provide a mail 
route 
to 
Santa r e , then a provincial out­ 
post of Mexico. 
In the days when 
t 


Sexton established his route, there 
were no way stations or military 
posts on the way to Santa Fe. The 
small parties of arm ed horsemen 
carrying the m ail had to run fight 
it out, or talk it out with the Indi­ 
ans they encountered. 
The horse­ 
men lived on game, 
dodged 
the 
Indians as best they 
could, 
and 
guarded 
their 
horses 
constantly 
so that they would not be 
stolen 
by the Indians. 
These Sexton mail carriers were 
apparently among the first white 
men to traverse regularly a route 
that becam e famous as the Santa 
F e trail, over which pioneers and 
m erchant traders trekked .to the 
west in their covered wagons un 
der 
the 
deliberate, 
slow-moving 
power of oxen. 
Wagons were 
a- 
dopted in 1823 as 
the 
m eans 
of 
transportation. 
Prior 
to 
this, 
pack mules were 
used. 
In 
1821 
the first pack caravan under Cap 
tain 
William 
Becknell 
traveled 
over the trail with a load of m er­ 
chandise to Santa Fe. 
Coach-Building Center 
Besides the stage line, 
George 
Sexton built shops of logs in 
the 
town of Sexton, 
and 
here 
biult 
stage coaches and wagons 
used 
by the early pioneers in their mi­ 
grations to the West. 
He import­ 
ed f^om the Atlantic seaboard for 
his shops, coach and wagon build­ 
ers 
and 
wheelwrights. 
With 
the 
coming of the railroads his busi­ 
ness of wagon building deteriorat 
ed, and in time the town of Sex­ 
ton passed out of existence 
and 
all that is left now is the old Sex­ 
ton road to Columbia. 
The 
logs 
used in the 
construction 
of 
the 
shops burned, rotted away or were 
carried 
away 
by 
farm ers. 
The 
last building to go was the old Sex 
ton home, and that burned to the 
ground in 1908. 
The old home 
consisted 
origi­ 
nally of a couple of log cabins with 
a dog-trot or breezeway between 
As the fam ily increased and busi 
ness improved, 
more log cabins 
and dog-trots 
were added 
from 
time to time. 
Finally the dog-trots 
were closed in 
with 
sawn lum­ 
ber, a full length porch was add­ 
ed to the front and rear, with a 
buttery 
(store room) 
and dining 
room at one end. The kitchen was 
detached from the mani building. 
About forty slaves lived in cabins 
near by. 
A story is told of George 
Sex­ 
ton which illustrates the 
aristo­ 
cratic side of his nature as 
well 
as his proud and arbitrary ways, 
even whild pioneering in the West. 
His 
grandson, 
William 
Sexton, 
while a youth conceived the 
idea 
of learning to play the fiddle in 
the way of a 
backwoodsman, 
of 
course, as there were no other ar­ 
tistic standards in 
this 
area 
in 
those days. Hearing of this ven­ 
ture of his grandson into muscial 
art, George sent for William and 
said: 
“ Will, what's this I hear of your 
learning to play the fiddle?” 
William admitted his sin. 
“ Well, did you ever hear of any 
body of consequence that played 
the fiddle?” 
William, not knowing that J e f ­ 
ferson, Madison and other gentle­ 
m en of colonial times played the 
fiddle, could not think of a justifi­ 
cation for his venture into fiddle 
playing, so said nothing. 
George

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George Sexton's Stagecoach Line Across 
Missouri Helped to Carry Pioneers West 


Despite Bitter W inter of 1817, W hich They Spent in Indian-Type W ickiups, 
the Former Virginian and His Relatives Remained to Found a Village Near 
Columbia, Bearing the Sexton Name, and to Haul Travelers From St. 
Charles to W estport Landing.

T he town of Sexton, once situat 
ed nine m iles northwest of Colum­ 
b ia, M o., (then called Sm ithton), 
is gone; but there rem ain stories, 
histories and 
traditions 
of 
the 
town and its founder, G eorge Sex­ 
ton, a brother of m y greatgrand ­ 
fath er, Daniel Sexton. 
M any 
of 
the details and data for this story 
have 
been furnished by 
C harles 
E li Sexton, 
a 
greatgrandson 
of 
G eorge. 


G eorge Sexton, in colonial days 
a t W ythville, 
V a., 
accum ulated 
m oney, slaves, cattle, wagons and 
other belongings. 
He m arried 
a 
daughter of Isham B urke, a sold­ 
ier of the Revolutionary w ar, and 
in 1780 was a riflem an at the de­ 
cisive victory of King s M ountain 
in South Carolina. 


The 
Sextons 
and 
B urkes 
m i­ 
grated about 1790 with their sla- 
es, cattle and other belongings to 
a place on Stone riv er in Tennes­ 
see, south of N ashville. 
They, like 
other 
pioneers, 
w ere a 
restless 
outfit and sought adventure in the 
F a r W est. 
Isham B urke received 
a soldier’s grant of land for 
his 
m ilitary service 
in 
the 
Revolu­ 
tionary w ar. 
This land was situ­ 
ated at the present site of St. Jo - 
aeph, Mo. 
It lay in a wild, unde­ 
veloped Indian country, but was 
the excuse for 
the 
Sextons 
and 
B urkes to pull up stakes in Tenn­ 
essee and move to M issouri te rri­ 
tory in 1817. 
Caught By Winter 
T h eir idea was to 
settle 
down 
and develop the soldier land grant. 
A cold winter caught them 
half­ 
way across the M issouri territory 
They could go no farth er w est un­ 
til spring; so, as a 
protection a- 
gainst 
the 
bitter 
w eather, 
they 
built wuckiups (grass huts) in In­ 
dian fashion and settled down for 
the winter in what is now Boone 
County. 
They 
liked 
M issouri 
territory, 
Wild as it was then, undeveloped 
and populated m ostly by Indians. 
G eorge Sexton 
being a 
m an 
of 
m ean s, with ideas of dignity and 
aristo cratic 
inclinations, 
cor^inu- 
ed to dress in knee b reech es and 
a blue broadcloth co at with silver 
buttons. 
His was the 
only 
cloth 
co at within m any m iles. 
His m an- 
y sons wore the usual buckskins. 
His wild brothers-in-law , the Burke 
boys, wore buckskin and as a chal 
lunge to the Indians to com e and 
g et them , shaved th eir 
heads a- 
long the sides leaving a com b 
in 
the middle. 
That w as O sage 
In­ 
dian sytle; the hand sign for the 
challenge was a shaving 
m otion 
along the side of the head. 
G eorge Sexton w as not content 
to live a monotonous 
life 
in the 
backw oods country. 
Seeing pos- 
* ;bilities in the new country of the 
W est, he established 
him self 
in 
business with a stage line across 
M issouri. 
The stage line 
follow­ 
ed easy ridges and the p rairies 
from St. C harles, northw est of St. 
Louis, to W estport Landing which 
w as later to becom e K ansas City. 
T he stage line ran from St. Char 
les, easily reached by boats 
ply­ 
ing the M ississippi river. 
Its route 
lay through widely scattered set­ 
tlem en ts such as the then M ineo­ 
la , Auxvasse, Hinton and F a y ette. 
It ferried the M issouri riv er ut the 
gite of today’s Glasgow and then 
w ent 
through 
M arshall, 
Lexing­ 
ton and 
Independence 
to 
W est­ 
port Landing. 
Those w ere dangerous days and 
all stage drivers w ere habitually 
arm ed. 
They also carried an ex­ 
tra guard for protection 
against 
O sage Indians, then in bitter 
re­ 
tre a t before the w hites. 
Besides 
danger from Indians, stage driv­ 
ers had to be arm ed against wyite 
desperadoes and riv er pirates who 
operated on and near the M issouri 
riv er, robbing and killing 
im m i­ 
g ran ts traveling by land or boat 
G eorge Sexton had sev eral nous 
whom he settled at interval along 
th e stage line in charge of 
stage 
Sexton Town in 
Boone 
County. 
At W estport Landing, M ilton S ex ­ 
ton was in charge. 
T h ere covered 
wagons w ere outfitted for pioneer 
trav elers to the west. 
An inn was 
built; also a stable and shops that 
backed into the clay bank 
along 
the 
M issouri 
river. 
W illiam 
Is­ 
ham Sexton, a nephew of G eorge 
Sexton, used to tell how goats 
of 
the early settlers 
leaped 
across 
the gap between 
the 
clay 
bank 
and the stable wall onto the 
roof 
of the stable and shops; there 
to 
scam p er around bask in the sun, 
and pensively survey the terrain 
below. 
On Com m em orative Stam p 
The 
Sexton stable and coach 
station was shown in the K ansas 
City 
com m em orative 
stam p 
is­ 
sued by 
the 
Postoffice 
d ep art­ 
m ent for the city’s cen tenial cele­ 
bration in 1950. 
But the old sta­ 
tion w as, in the 1850 scene, dw arf 
ed by later buildings and alm ost 
hidden by a newer, larg er inn. 
A fter establishing his stage line 
across 
M issouri. 
G eorge 
Sexton 
. went to provide a m ail 
route 
to 
San ta Fe, then a provincial out­ 
post ut M exico. 
In the days when 


Sexton established his route, there 
were no way stations or m ilitary 
posts on the way to Santa F e. The 
sm all parties of arm ed horsem en 
carrying the m ail had to run fight 
it out, or talk it out with the Indi­ 
ans they encountered. 
The horse­ 
men lived on gam e, 
dodged 
the 
Indians as best they 
could, 
and 
guarded 
their 
horses 
constantly 
so that they would not be 
stolen 
by the Indians. 
These Sexton m ail carriers were 
apparently am ong the first white 
men to trav erse regularly a route 
that becam e fam ous as the Santa 
F e trail, over which pioneers and 
m erchant trad ers trekked .to the 
west in their covered wagons un 
der 
the 
d eliberate, 
slow-moving 
power of oxen. 
W agons were 
a- 
dopted in 1823 as 
the 
m eans 
of 
transportation. 
P rio r 
to 
this, 
pack m ules w ere 
used. 
In 
1821 
the first pack carav an under Cap

ness of wagon building deteriorat 
ed, and in tim e the town of Sex­ 
ton passed out of 
existen ce 
and 
all that is left now is the old Sex­ 
ton road to Colum bia. 
The 
logs 
used in the 
construction 
of 
the 
shops burned, rotted aw ay or were 
carried 
aw ay 
by 
farm ers. 
The 
last building to go w as the old Sex 
ton hom e, and that burned to the 
ground in 1908. 
The old hom e 
consisted 
origi­ 
nally of a couple of log cabins with 
a dog-trot or breezew ay between 
As the fam ily in creased and busi 
ness im proved, 
m ore log cabins 
and dog-trots 
w ere 
added 
from 
tim e to tim e. 
Fin ally the dog-trots 
were closed in with 
sawn lum ­ 
ber, a full length porch was add­ 
ed to the front and 
rea r, with a 
buttery (store room ) 
and dining 
room at one end. T he kitchen was 
detached from the m ani building. 
About forty slaves lived in cabins 
near by. 
A story is told of George 
Sex­ 
ton which illu strates the 
aristo­ 
cratic side of his nature as 
well 
as his proud and arb itrary ways, 
even whild pioneering in the W est. 
His 
grandson, 
W illiam 
Sexton, 
while a youth conceived the idea 
of learning to play the fiddle in 
the way of a 
backw oodsm an, of 
course, as there w ere no other ar­ 
tistic standards in 
this 
area 
in 
those days. H earing of this ven­ 
ture of his grandson into m uscial 
art, G eorge sent for W illiam and 
said: 
“ Will, w hat’s this I hear of your 
learning to play the fiddle?’’ 
W illiam adm itted his sin. 
“ Well, did you ev er hear of any 
body of consequence that played 
the fid d le?" 
W illiam , not knowing that J e f ­ 
ferson, M adison and other gentle­ 
men of colonial tim es played the 
fiddle, could not think of a ju stifi­ 
cation for his venture into fiddle 
playing, so said nothing. 
George 
severly and sternly went on: 
“Now, I play the flute! 
George 
Washington played the flute! F re 
drick the G reat played the flute! 
Any gentlem an m ay play the flute 
but I want this 
fiddling 
foolish­ 
ness to stop ." 
Grandson W illiam 
never learn 
ed to play eith er Hie fiddle or the 
flute. 
G eorge never approved of 
the fiddle, but he approved of the 
flute and scholastic learning, and 
w herever he lived, he set up an 
academ y, in T ennessee and M is­ 
souri. 
Children of the neighbors 
were adm itted to 
the 
academ y, 
at which the Sexton sons acted as 
teachers. 
A little Latin in the cur­ 
riculum justified the title of acad­ 
emy.

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1816 Bible Contains Copy of Letter 
Said to Have Been Written by Jesus

When I read in the G leaner and 
Journal about the Union Federal 
com pany having 
a 
contest 
t o 
search out the oldest 
Bibles 
i n 
town, I went right to the bookcase 
and dusted off the A rm strong fam ­ 
ily Bible to find 
its publication 
date. I thought I had an old one 
nearly a hundred years-but when 
I got to Union F ederal with it 1 
found there were m any older ones. 
F o r instance, Mrs. W. P. Bond, 
1500 Pringle, brought in one that 
w as published in 1816. And in 1 1 
w as a copy of an item published 
in Henderson in 1843 which refer­ 
red to a letter supposed to have 
been w ritten by Jesu s Christ, and 
to have been found eighteen miles 
from Iconium sixty-five y ears af­ 
ter the Crucifixion. The letter, says 
the item, was found under a great 
stone at the foot of the Cross near, 
a village called M esopotam ia; up 
on that stone was written and en­ 
graven, “ Blessed is he th a t shall 
turn m e over.” 
The people that saw it "p ray ed 
to God earnestly, and desired he 
would m ake known to them t h e 
m eaning of this writing, th at they 
m ight not attem pt in vain to turn 
it over.” 
Then, goes the story, a child six 
or seven years old cam e up and 
turned it over without help, to the 
“ adm iration of all the people that 
stood by.” 
U nder the stone w as found a let­ 
ter, supposedly written by Jesus 
Christ, which was carried to the 
City of Iconium translated from 
the Hebrew. The

On the let- 
te r was w ritten “ the co m m and ­ 
m ent of Jesus Christ, signed by the 
Angel Gabriel, 93 y ears after otv 
Saviour’s birth, and to which i s 
added.

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1816 Bible Contains Copy of Letter 
Said to Have Been Written by Jesus 
By Francele H. Armstrong 


When I read in the G leaner and 
Journal about the Union Federal 
com pany having 
a 
contest 
t o 
search out the oldest Bibles 
i n 
town. I went right to the bookcase 
and dusted off the Arm strong fam­ 
ily Bible to find 
Its publication 
date. I thought I had an old one 
nearly a hundred years-but when 
( 
I got to Union Federal with it I 
found there were many older ones. 
For instance, Mrs. W. P. Bond, 
1500 Pringle, brought in one that 
was published in 1816. And in 1 1 
was a copy of an item published 
in Henderson in 1843 which refer­ 
red to a letter supposed to have 
been written by Jesus Christ, and 
to have been found eighteen miles 
from Iconium sixty-five year* af­ 
ter the Crucifixion. The letter, says 
the item, was found under a great 
stone at the foot of the Cross near, 
a village called M esopotam ia: up 
on that stone was written and en­ 
graven, “ Blessed is he that shall 
turn m e over.” 
The people that saw it “ prayed 
to God earnestly, and desired he 
would m ake known to them t h e 
m eaning of this writing, that they 
m ight not attem pt in vain to turn 
it over.” 
Then, goes the story, a child six 
or seven years old cam e up and 
turned it over without help, to the 
4 adm iration of all the people that 
stood by.” 
Under the stone was found a let­ 
ter, supposedly written by Jesus 
Christ, which was carried to the 
City of Iconium translated from 
the Hebrew. The 
original 
w a s 
kept by the Lady Cuba. On the let­ 
ter was written “ the com m and­ 
m ent of Jesus Christ, signed by the 
Angel Gabriel, 93 years after ow 
Saviour's birth, and to which i s 
added. King Agbarass* letter to 
our Saviour and our Saviour's an­ 
swer. also his M iracles.” 
Thus ran the introduction, a n d 
there followed the letter, which I 
reproduce as it was printed in the 
piece of 1843: 


Whosoever \frorketh on the Sab­ 
bath Day shall be cursed; I com­ 
mand you to go to Church a n d 
keep the Lord's day holy, without 
doing any m anner of work. 
You 
shall not idly mispend your time 
in bedecking yourselves with sup­ 
erfluities of costly apparel 
and 
vaire dresses, for I have ordained 
it a day of rest. I will have your 
sins m ay be forgiven you. 
You 
shall 
not break 
m y Command­ 
ments, but observe and keep them, 
written with m y own hand, write 
them in your hearts and steadfast­ 
ly observe this was written 
with 
m y own mouth. 
You shall not only go to church 
yourselves, but also your man-ser- 
vants and m aidservants, and ob­ 
serve my words, and learn my co­ 
m m andm ents. 
You 
shall finish 
your labor every Saturday in the 
afternoon by six o'clock at which 
hour 
the 
preparation 
for 
the 
Sabbath begins. I advise you t o 
Fast Five Fridays in every year, 
beginning with Good Friday, and 
to continue Four Fridays, im m e­ 
diately following, 
in rem em ber- 
ance of the Five Bloody wounds I 
received for all mankind. 
Y o u 
shall diligently and peaceably la­ 
bor in your respective vocations 
wherein it has pleased God to call 
you. You shall love and anoth cr 
with brotherly love and cause them 
that are not baptised to come t o 
church and hear the holy sacram ­ 
ent, viz: Baptism and the Lord's 
supper, and be m ade m em bers 
thereof; in so doing I will give you 
long life and m any blessings, and 
shall sustain long life and many 
blessings, and you in the greatest 
tem ptations; and surley he that do­ 
eth the contray shall be cursed up- 
profitable. I will also send hadness 
of heart upon them , till I have des- 
torved them , but especially upon 
hardened and im penitent unbeli­ 
evers. He that has given to the 
poor shall not be 
unprofitable. 
Rem em berer to keepholy the Sab­ 
bath day, for the seventh day I 


have taken to rest myself. 
He that hath a Copy of this letter 
w ritten with m y own hand and 
spoken with my own mouth, and 
keeps it without publishing it to 
others, .shall not prosper, but h e 
that publishes it to others, shall be 
blessed of me, and though his sins 
be in num bers as the stars in the 
sky, and he believe in this, he shall 
be pardoned, and if he believe not 
this writing, and m y command­ 
m ents, I w-ill send my plagues up­ 
on him and consume both him and 
his children and his cattle; and 
whosoever shall have a Copy of th! 
Letter and keep it in their Hous­ 
es, nothing shall hurt them, neith­ 
er Pestilence, Lightning or Thun­ 
der shall do them any hur t 
lf a woman be with and in Labor 
and a Copy of this Letter be about 
her. and she firm ly puts her trust 
in me, she shall safely be deliv­ 
ered of her birth. 
You shall have 
no news of me. but by the holy spi­ 
rit, until the day of Judgm ent. 
All 
Goodness 
and 
Prosperity 
shall be in the house where a Copy 
of this L etter shall be found. 
A copy of the above letter was 
found in the possesion of Jack Sh­ 
ingler. w’ho lived in Henderson in 
1854 “ at the upper end of the town 
where he coal mines w ere.” John 
W. Byers suggested that Shingler 
have copies printed, which he did 
and sold quite a num ber at 
IO 
cents each. Mr. Byers who boc. 
ed an artesian well for John G. 
Holloway and the salt wells for 
David R. Burbank, asked a friend 
in Henderson to find him a copy. 
No printed copy was found, but the 
above in m anuscript, was found 
in the possession of Jacob Held’s 
family. 
Many interesting stories lie bur­ 
ied in the Bibles turned in at the 
Union 
Federal building. 
I'll be 
telling you more about them next 
week when the prizes ifor the IO 
oldest, are awarded.
